S FOR THE Jows themselves, 
they made it clear that they were 
not ungrateful to the Italan Gov- 
ernment; indeed, thelr deciining 
to accept it wag no indication 
of lack of appreciation of what 
the Italian people had done for 
them, For wherever one finds 
Jews who have survived the Na- 
zi regime in Italy, one hears the 
warmest praise for the behaviour 
of these people and eapectally of 
the Catholic clergy during the pe- 
riod when the ‘lives of the Jews 
were in danger. Thousands of 
Jews, Italian and refugees from 
Buropean countries, owe their 
survival to the assistance of their 
Christian neighbours or to the 
Priests or Bishops who sheltered 
them with “Aryan” documents, 

One story, typical of hundreds, 
I heard from a Jewish girl who 
lived in Rome with her mother 
in the house in which she had 
been born and in which her fa- 
ther, before her, had lived all 
his life. Reluctant to leave, sho 
had remained at home with her 
mother until the day when the 
Germans came to “look them 
up.” As she waa leaving by the 
front door, with her mother, a 
Police officer from the nearby 
station came to warn her that 
the Nazis were on thelr way to 
her house and that she must 
leave immediately. This Police of- 
ficer had risked a prison sen- 
tence to warn the two women 
of their danger. They took refuge 
in the house of Christian friends 
and later learned that when the 
Nazis came to their home, the 
neighbours living on the ground 
floor insisted that “the Jewlsh 
family" had left Rome_ several 
mon! before to go and live In 
the country, and no amount of 
bullying and threatening could 
change their story. 


NTI-SEMITISM never took 
hold in Ttaly. despite the pressure 
of the German overlords, and the 
polsonous seed nurtured in Ger- 
many withered and died in the 
friendly soil of Italy, Now, how- 
ever, some of the members of 
the Jewish community see a dan- 
fer in these misguided efforts 
of the Inter-Governmental Com- 
mittee. They have expressed the 
fear that pressure on the Bo- 
nomi Government to do more 
than the Italian people them-

Having just lost the Foreign Ministry, which he headed for eight years, Abba Eban is about to embark on a new career as a party 
politician. In a conversation with DAVID LAN DAU this week he outlined some of his plans for reinvigorating the Labour Party, whose 
seerctary-general he is expected to become, and discussed the negotiations for disengagement with Syria in which he participated. 


APTER HIS; UNHAPPY ouster 
from gffice and the bitter initial 
reaction which that trauma 
evoked frum him, Abha Eban has 
begun to take stock of his situa- 
tion in a calmer mood, He will be

Dr. KISSINGER’s _ “rhapsodical 
reception” when he finally return- 
ed to America from his month 
of shuttling was not by an 
means exaggerated, in Mr. Eban'‘s 
estimation. Without: Kissinger 
there would have been no dis- 
engagement — despite both par- 
ties’ basic interest in procuring 
one. Of course, the Secrelary of 
State could not have attained the 
agreement by ability alone, with- 
out the power and Prestige of his 
country and hig office. But his 
brainpower was truly “pheno- 
menal.” While he himself can 
Scarcely recall strect names in 
Jerusalem, Dr. Kissinger familler- 
ized himself with every street and 
every point of land in and around 
Kuneltra. 

The negotiations had to be con- 
ducted ‘in the most exquisite 
detail,” Mr. Eban says, because 
in the Golan every kilometre and 
every topographical feature has 
strategic significance for local 
defence — and by implication, 
for the defence of the whole of 
northern Israel. 

The Israeli negotiators and the 
Cabinet were guided by the Chief 
of Staff and his experts who were 
‘statesmanlike” wherever possible, 
suggesting areas and positions 
which could be conceded without 
danger. Thus, whenever the mili- 
tary men inalsted that a parti- 
cular knoll or grove of trees was 
vital, no minister would urge that 
they be overruled. 

Dr. Kissinger and his team 
pecepted “the logic of the Israeli 
logistics," and towards the end 
of the talks actually joined with 
tho Israeli team in scanning the

Arey dwells on the 
and precautions that the airline com- 
munity finally, and with great re- 
luctance, adopted, but the pioneer- 
ing efforta of ἘΠ Al are virtually 
disregarded. The brutal, murderous 
attacks against the Israel national 
carrier and the lonely stance of the 
one airline with the guts and de- 
termination to resist aerial terrorism 
are glossed over. 

“The Sky Pirates” is a worthwhile 
and significant compendium of air 
terror events for those whose lives 
have not been affected by the dead- 
ly threats of grenade-ca: fa- 
matics. It is a lucid document with- 
out the vaguest understanding of 
the genocidal implications of the 
Arab challenge. It ls a good ‘book, 
‘put with only a limited interest 
for Tsrael, since it skirts ithe basic 
political issues. Perhaps one ο0- 
gent reason for the de-emphaals of 
the Middle Hast is the fact thet 
Mr. Arey, as manager of technical 
publicity for Pan American, is 
hobbled by 8 much narrover pros- 
pective than that needed for a book 
dealing with all the ramifications 
of international air terrorism.
